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Dilweg postal station 

T he U.S. Post Office opened its new Lavern Dilweg Station, 1538 Western Ave. in Green Bay, on April 1, 
1968. Dilweg played end for the Green Bay Packers in the 1920s and ’30s, and is a member of the Pro 
Football Hall of Fame’s 1920s All-Decade Team. He also was elected to Congress during World War II. 
The post office station closed in the early 1980s. The building is now used by Curative Connections.
